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TE statue of the Palmetto State’s great son— 
JoHN 0. CaALHoun—was unveiled with imposing 
public ceremonies, Apr 26, at Charlestor, 8. OC, 
The statue stands on Marion Square. 








Te orders of Captain MoNair to command the 
Omaha, on the Asiatic Station, have been tem- 
porarily suspended, penling action upon Captain 
SELFRIDGE’s request for a Court of Inquiry, or a 
prompt restoration to his command. The Secretary 
has, so far, not signified his intentions in the mat- 
ter, but it is probable that a Court of Inquiry will 
be directed to investigate and report. 





THE 65th anniversary of the birthday of General 
GRANT was duly celebrated in New York and else- 
where on Wednesday of this week, April 27, and 
fitting honor was universally paid to his mewory. 
On Wednesday a meeting, over which General 
SHERMAN presided, was held at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel and an association formed for the purpose of 
eelebrating General Grant's birthday and the 
Americus Club, of Pittsburgh, had a special cele- 
bration which was attended by many distinguished 
guests. 








St. AuGusTINE is left desolate, for this week iis 
chief attraction of late, the Indian prisoners at Fort 
Marion, were removed, some to Mt. Vernon Bar- 
racks, Ala., some to Fort Pickens, Fla., and some 
to the Indian Training School at Carlicle, Pa. The 
wives of the Indians at Fort Pickens have joined 
them there and GrRonm™mo and his companions are 
comparatively happy. The larger number of course 
goes to Mt. Vernon Barracks, which has ample re- 
sources and plenty of room for an encampment. The 
commander there is Major WILLIAM SINoLaIR, 8d 
Artillery, an experienced officer. 


Tus Naval Torpedo Board, Captain A. P. Cooke, 
President, met in New York on Thursday last, and, 
after examining the papers submitted by 25 or 80 in- 
ventors, adjourned to meet on May 5 next. Of the 
patents referred to the Board only two—the Howe. 
and BurpaNn—are thought to possess sufficient merit 
to warrant a practical test. Mr. Burpan will be 
given an opportunity to explain his invention at the 
next meeting of the Board, after which the Board 
will witness some practical demonstrations with the 
new torpedoes on Long Island Sound. Lieutenant 
ComLy has been detailed to select a suitable site for 
the experiments, and he is now in New York on 
that mission. 








By arecent order the intention is indicated on 
the part of the Navy Department of sending the 
Trenton to the South Atlantic Station with crew, 
stores, and offivers for the Lancaster, flagship of 
Acting Rear-Admiral Brains. There are those, 
wise in their day and generation, and taught by ex- 
perience, who strongly surmise that instead of com- 
ing pome in the Trenton, the return voyage of those 
officers and men whose cruises will have expired by 
that time, will be made in the Lancaster, the Tren- 
ton remaining on the station. It should be noted, 
however, in this connection, that no intimation has 
come from the Department that any deviation is to 
be made from the official programme. 








Tue Naval Intelligence Office is actively engaged 
getting into shape for the printer the final manu- 
script for General Information Series No. VI. This 
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volume will contain papers which have been made 
up in great part from the reports of officers sta- 
tioned in foreign parts, descriptive of the more im- 
portant naval operations which bave taken place in 
all parts of the world since the last annual publica- 
tion. The forthcoming compilation will be valuable 
in more ways than one, but its chief importance 
will be in the changes and improvements that 
will be shown to have taken place in ship, 
gun, and torpedo construction during the past 
year. Papers on those subjects are being prepared 
by experts in the office especially adapted to the 
work assigned them. Lieutenants W. I. OaAMBERS 
and J. O. CoLweLt are doing the work on sbips, 
Lieutenant Driggs on heavy ordnance, Lieutenant 
BEEHLER on small arms, and Lieutenant SCHROEDER 


on torpedoes. 


THE contract recently given by the Turkish Gov- 
ernment to German armories for 550,000 Mauser 
repeating rifles and necessary ammunition, it is 
pretty certainly known, would have come to the 
United States but for the fact that Minister Cox 
returned to this country before his place was filled 
by a successor and left the field free to the German 
Minister, an influence essential to dealing with the 
officials of the Porte. Turkey pays more for the 
Mauser than she would have hed to for the Lee and 
will receive an inferior arm, while American manu- 
facture loses the incentive of $15,000.000 business. 
The Mauser was originally made in the United States, 
its inventor—after whom it is named—being at 
work here in 1873 under the patronage of SAMUEL 
Remineton. After the model was completed Mr. 
REMINGTON, dissatisfied with the prospect, disposed 
of his interest for five hundred doilars. 











Some difficulty is experienced in carrying mto 
effect Secretary Whitney’s ‘consolidation scheme. 
Separate appropriations are now made for the pur- 
chase of the same articles by different bureaus, and 
there are altogether five thousand articles required 
for the use of the Navy, a considerable proportion 
of which are articles used by different bureaus. 
When the consolidation goes into effect the Bureau 
of Provisions and Clothing will keep accounts show- 
ing just the amount of supplies of this sort used 
by the several bureaus. Everything will be pur- 
chased in bulk, and issued to the bureaus upon re- 
quisition, and amount drawn will be charged 
against the bureau. This will create a necessity for 
anendless number of accounts, and will be hind- 
rance to the successful operation of the consolida~ 
tion scheme. Further legislation will accordingly 
be asked for allo ying the appropriations to be made 
for ‘‘coal for the: Navy,” “‘oil for the Navy,” etc., 
without crediting them to a particular bureau. This 
will avoid the present necessity of buying out of 
many appropriations and keeping separate accounts 
of the amounts expended out of each. Many of the 
bureaus have on hand supplies for 15 and even 20 
years. Underthe consolidation scheme it is pro- 
posed that the supplies on hand shall be limited to 
one year. 








THe Naval Bureau of Ordnance has begun the 
wor of construction of a third 10-inch gun with 
the forgings nowon hand. Two of these guns have 
been practically finished and will soon be ready for 
trial. Toe Bureau has determined to push the 
work in the Washington Navy-yard, and expect to 
soon have it converted into a well equipped ord- 
nance factory. Mr. J. W. Poastey, of Baltimore, 
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has been selected to take charge of the changes to 
be made. The Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance 
has ordered that all the machinery in the yard be 
concentrated in the anchor, machine and steam 
engineering shops. The general plans for the re- 
modelling of the buildings are now being prepared. 
It is proposed to strengthen the foundation of the 
anchor shops and to remodel them for the accommo- 
dation of pew machinery. An ordnance foundry 
will be erected adjoining the anchor shops. It will 
be constructed for the especial purpose of accom- 
modating machinery suitable for the handling of 
the heaviest guns. A steam crane of the latest 
pattern is to be provided that will carry a 16-inch 
gun. The foundry will also have other large and 
powerful machinery, and it is expected will com- 
pare favorably with the best of those in foreign 
coun teies. 





PROBABLY in no other Army do we find such curi- 
ous offences against discipline as in our own. This 
is perhaps to be explained by the somewhat exag- 
gerated idea of personal freedom, so universal 
among us, and which the soldier does not entirely 
rid himself of, notwithstanding his virtual sur- 
render of it under his contract of enlistment. We 
note a recent court-martial case where a soldier 
when at drill having been corrected by his com- 
manding officer for a mistake, did speak out in 
ranks and say, ‘I was right,” and after the com- 
pany had been brougat to ‘*place rest,” approached 
his commanding officer and said, ‘‘lieutenant, I was 
right ani you were wrong,” and having been or- 
dered to stop his talk and return to his place in 
ranks, said, ‘‘I won’t shut up and I won’t allow my- 
self to be bulldozed by you or anyone else.” This 
unfortun*te exercise of the freedom of debate re- 
sults in the withdrawal of the party of the second 
part from the active list for the period of one year 
and a forfeiture of the sum of $120. Possibly this 
even may be considered a trifle by the argumenta- 
tive private in view of the fact that before his world 
(the garrison) he has asserted his right as a free 
born citizen to dispute the superiority in tactical 
knowledge of his commissioned superior. 





THe Bureau of Statistics, Washington, publish 
statistic on tbe annual consumption of distilled 
malt liquors and winesin the United States, and 
their average annual consumption per capita of 
population, during the years 1840-1850-1860, and 
the seventeen years from 1870 to 1886 inclusive, 
They show a remarkable change 1n the liquor drink- 
ing tastes of the country. The consumption of malt 
liquors which in 1840 was 1.86 gallons per capita 
was in 1886, 11.18 gallons per capita. The con- 
sumption of distilled spirits meantime declined one- 
half, viz.: from 2.52 gallons per capita in 1840 te 
1.24 gallops in 1886. The consumption of wines in- 
creased from 29 gallons per capita to 88 galicns. 
The total consumption of all wines, liquors, etc., 
which was only 4.17 gallons per capita in 1840, was 
in 1886, 12.62 gallons. One of the authorities 
quoted for there figures is the President of the Wine 
and Spirit Traders’ Society of New York, Mr. Cas, 
McK. Leosrr, a graduate of the Military Academy 
of the class of 1861, formerly an officer of the 5th 
Artillery. Army and Navy experience will confirm 
the conclusions from these statistics, which is that 
the old whiskey drinking habits are in a measure 
disappearing from this country, the hgbht wines and 
malt liquors gradually taking the plaee of more 
fiery potions.

PAY OF THE ARMY. 
TJ» the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In your issue of April 2, 1887, there is a long letter 
on “ Paying the Army,” signed * K.,”’ in which the 
writer upholds, by some very weak and improbable 
arguments, the present pernicious system of paying 
the Army. From the tone of the communication 
referred to one might imagine it was written by a 
member of the Pay Department. If the figures 
given by * K.” showing the great advantages to the 
interests of the Government by the present system 
are correct, it is a sad comment upon the officers of 
the Army that disbursed the vash from 1808 to 1811, 
and far sadder for the same class from 1811 to 1816, 
when the percentage of loss and cost of disbursing 
amounted to 7.32, as against three-fourths of one per 
cent. under present system. Did it strike “ K.” that 
if the expense of all the Courts-martial entailed by 
the present system were added to the three-fourths 
of losses and costs referred to that the expense to 
the Government is largely increased, an increase of 
expense which can be demonstrated by any person 
who would take the time and patience to sum up 
the loss to the Government caused by the thousands 
of Courts-martial annually growing out of that 
curse to tie Army “ pay day.” 

Evidently * K.” had not the most remote idea that 

asystem might, could or should be devised which 
would eliminate the corps of paymasters in toto. 
No matter what system might be adopted there 1s 
one indisputable fact remains in spite of argument 
to the contrary, and that is the fact that tLe present 
system of paying the troops but once in two months 
is pernicious to discipline at almostevery post in the 
Service, and that **pay day’’ has been looked upon 
for years back by tbe company officers and many 
post commanders as the one day in each two montbs 
to be dreaded. With all due deference for the opin- 
ion of “ K.,”’ the communication of the nun-com- 
missioned officer published in your issue of March 
19 last has the inherent weight of making a protest 
against a system which he kuew by practical expe- 
rieace was inherently wrong, and if he did put his 
criticism in “‘a rather petulant’’ manner it does not 
affect the inherent weight of argument against the 
present system. 
_ The JouRNAL, in advocating shorter time for mak- 
ing payments to the enlisted men of the Army, is in 
accord, 1 would venture to say, with a very large 
majority of the Army. eo s6

COURT OF CLAIMS. 

CLINTON M. OSTRANDER was appointed an acting 
poreer in the United States Navy by Francis J. 
jigginson, Commander in the United States Navy, 
at Canton, May 6, 1884, and the claimant on that 
date assumed the duties of the office of paymaster 
on board the Monocacy, and performed them until 
Oct. 22, 1884. He was then relieved and ordered to 
proceed to the United States. The Court of 
Claims bas disallowed the claim for compensa- 
tion prescribed by Section 1556. Rev. Stats., to the 
day and date of the proper legal revocation of his 
appomntmeut. It is held that the appointment of an 
acting paymaster is merely the assignment to cer- 
tain duties of the person so appointed, and no revo- 
cation is necessary. The appointment was at an 
end as soon as the necessity for the performance of 
the Coty to which the appointee was assigned ceased 
to exist. 








DISABLED SOLDIERS. 


Tue board of managers of the National Home for 
Disabled Volunteer Soldiers met April 19in room 3 
at the New York Hotel. The board will visit Cali- 
fornia probably in June toselect the site for the new 
home. The following officers were elected for the 
ensuing year: Gen. W. B. Franklin, president; Col. 
L. A. Harris, first vice-president; Gen. John A. 
Martin, second vice-president; Gen. M. T. McMahon, 
secretary. There are now 8,600 inmates in the five 
homes in charge of the board. New hospital build- 
ipgs are to be erected atthe Daytonand Leaven- 
worth homes. The cost of supporting the members 
of the homes last year was $122.27 per capita. 


ROYAL COURTESIES TO NAVAL OFFICERS. 


Ow the evening of February 26, Admiral and Mrs. 
Franklin, Capt. Dewey, Lieut-Commander Hitch- 
cock and Flag-Lieutenaut Sargent were entertained 
at dinner by the King of Greece, in the palace at 
Athens, when the members of the royal family and 
high government officials were present. Thedinner 
being given to our commander-in-chief, he was 
ag the place of honor on the Queen's left, while 
Mrs. Franklin was put on the left of the King; the 
places on the right of King and Queen respectively 
being, according to court etiquette, reserved for 
royalty, which, in this §case, consisted of the eldest 
princess and the crown prince of Greece. 

A week later the commander-in-chief made ar- 
rangements to give a return breakfast on board ship 
as an expression of his appreciation of the honor he 
and his staff bad received, and the 8th instant was 
appointed by the Kivg as the date when he could 
yisit the Pensacola. At noon on that day the ad- 
miral’s barge, which the King expressed a prefer- 
ence for, although having many excellent boats of 
his own, in charge of Lieut. Sargent, met the royal 
visitors at the Pirwus landing and conveyed them 
to the ship where they were received by Admiral 
Franklin and staff. King George was accompanied 
by Queen Olga, the Crown Prince Constantine, the 
Princess Alexandra and suite, consisting of Col. 
Hadjipetras, master of ceremonies, and aide-de- 
camp to the King, and the Queen’s maid of honor. 
The Hest proof of the enjoyment experienced by the 
royal party was afforded by the fact that they re- 
mained on board until nearly four o’clock, when 
they left the ship m our barge. When the barge 
was well clear of the ship's side a personal salute of 
twenty-one guns was fired, tue marine guard being 
at present arms on the forward bridge, with the 
band on the forecastle performing the Greek na- 
tional air.

The following regulations prescribed by the Presi- 
dent, in conformity with Sec. '2 of the act entitled 
* An act to amend Sec. 1661 of the Revised Statutes, 
making an annual appropriation to provide arms 
aud equipments for the militia’ (see G. O. 16, c. s., 
from this office), are published for the information 
and guidance of all concerned : 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, April 22, 1887. 


1. Each Territory shall, if included within the provisions 
of said act, annually receive arms, ordnance stores, quar- 
termaster’s stores and camp equipage equivalent to the 
quota of a State baving the least representation in Congress, 
and the District of Columbia shall annually receive arms, 
ordnance stores, quartermaster’s stores and camp vs 
not exceeding double the quota of a State having the least 
representation in Congress. 

2. Arms, ordnance stores, quartermaster’s stores and camp 
equipage shall be issued to the Territories on requisitions of 
the governors thereof, aad to the District of Columbia on 
requisitions approved by the semor general of the District 
Militia ay tor duty. Returns shall be made annually by 
the senior general of the District Militia in the manner as 
required by Secs. 3 and 4 of the act above referred to, in the 
case of States and Territorics. 

3. It is torbidden to make issues to States and Territories 
in excess of the amount to their credit under the provisions 
of Sec. 1161, Revised Statutes, as amended by the above act. 

4. The regulations established by President Pierce, April 
30, 1855, under the act approved March 30, 1855, are hereby 
revoked,

The amount which is paid a retired enlisted man as com- 
mutation of rations will be a fair and proper charge agaiust 
him for subsistence while in a military bospital, and that 
amount will be charged accordingly, to wit: Sergeants and 
corporals of ordnance, 284% cents per day; other enlisted men 
1834 cents per day.—(Decision Sec, War, Feb. 1, 1887.) 


RATIONS OF BREAD AND FLOUR, 


The ration of soft bread should never be less than 18 
ounces. Ifa company requires more, and its allowance is 
increased (under G. O, 4, of 1882, from this office) to not cx- 
ceeding 22 ounces, the company should not, in view of such 
increase, retain any of its flour rations in flour; but if a com- 
pany commander elects to retain a portion of the flour (un- 
der G. O. 94, of 1886, from this office), not exceeding 2 ounces 
= ration, the ration of soft bread for that company should 

2; ounces, and no more,—(Decision Sec. War, letter March 
8, 1887.) 

COFFEE MILLS FOR USE OF COMPANIES. 


The purchase of coffee mills for the use of companies is 
not a proper cha against the appropiations for the Quar- 
termaster’s or Subsistence Departments, but should be made 
from the company fund.—(Decision actg. Sec. War, letter 
March 15, 1887.) 


ENLISTED MEN RETAINED IN SERVICE BEYOND TERMS 
OF ENLISTMENT. 


When enlisted men are retained in service beyond the 
terms of their enlistments awaiting trial by court-martial, 
or under sentence of court-martial, their clothing accounts 
and retained pay should be computed at fifth-year rates to 
actual date of discharge as expressed in their final state- 
ments, unless forfeited by the terms of the sentence or by 
lay and regulations.—(Decision Sec. War, letter March 
19, 1887.) 

REGIMENTAL STAFF OFFICERS. 


A regimental commander is restricted, in his choice! of re- 
gimental staff officers, to those lieutenants of the regiment 
who are on duty with it, and who are not at a school of in- 
struction or with the hght batteries.—(Decision Sec. War, 
letter March 22, 1887.) 


EXPENSES INCURRED BY OFFICERS AS DEFENDANTS IN 
SUITS IN WHICH THE UNITED STATES IS INTERESTED. 


To avoid any doubt about the method of payment of the 
expenses of these officers, it is better in all cases that when 
they are the nominal defendants in suits brought against 
them in the official discharge of their duties they should be 
subpoenaed on the part of the Government, who is the party 
in interest, to appear as witnesses.—(Opinion Atty. Gen.)

The Triumph isan old acquaintance, 
having paid many visits to San Francisco Bay in the 
last few years, but thisis the first visitof the Con- 
quest to this port. English Navy officers are popular 
guests with our people, and are always warmly wel- 
comed. If there is a fault to be found, it is that 
their stay is generally so very brief. 

THE report of the Board authorized to be ap-

The Arethusa 
is built of steel, and is sister ship to the Leander. 
She is armed with ten 6-in. steel breech-loading 
guns, allof which are mounted on Vavasseur fit- 
tings. She also carries twelve Gardner and Norden- 
feldt machine guns, together with a strong equip- 
ment of Whitehead torpedoes. She is fitted with 
the electric light, steam capstans, and all the Jatest 
improvements, and will be manned by a crew of 
officers and men.

NOTWITHSTANDING the assertions to the contrary, 
the battery of the Atlanta is not yet ready for ser- 
vice, and from what can be learned on this interest- 
ing subject, it promises to be some time before this 
fine ship can be regarded as ready for squadron 
duty. From the mistakes discovered, and presum- 
ably rectified, in experimenting with the guns of 
the Atlanta, it is fair to assume that when the 
Boston’s battery shall be mounted in place, the trial 
of the guns at sea will be coincident with the ex- 
periments with engines and auxiliary machinery. 
In view of the speed and efficiency developed by the 
Atlanta during the recent trial trip in the Sound, it 
was a reasonable expectation by the well-wishers of 
the Navy, that the end of the troubles and tribula- 
tions of the ship had been reached, but now, view- 
ing the defects in the 8-inch gun-carriages with the 
utmost leniency, it is feared that the debatable 
ground has been but shifted from steam engineer- 
ing to ordnance, and bearing in mind the pertin- 
acity with which the average mind adheres to error, 
it is much to be feared that the outcome of the diffi- 
culties environing our naval gun experts is too far 
off to be easily recognized by an unbiassed observer. 
It is certain that so long as one man, or one bureau, 
assumes to have reached the ultimate frontier of 
knowledge in the science and mechanics of gun 
construction, so long will a constant source of errors 
and disasters continue to exist. In claiming for 
guns which have not been tested beyond a few 
rounds under exceptionally favorable circumstances 
a superiority over the long tested products of other 
and more experienced manufacturers, it is well to 
bear in mind a homely but decidedly pertinent old 
saw to the effect that ‘‘ The proof of the pudding is 
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A SENSIBLE OPINION OF THE REPEATER. 


THE adoption of the magazine gun for the Ger- 
man Army has naturally led to much discussion 
among the studious German soldiers as to the prub- 
able influence of this change upon the tactics of the 
battle field. Our contemporary of Berlin, the Mili- 
tdr- Wochenblatt, has published this year thus far 
five articles discussing this subject. The first, which 
appeared in its issue of January 9, took the optim- 
istic view of the introduction of the repeating gun, 
and in a second, which appeared January 26, the 
pessimist had his opportunity for reply. A third 
article, published February 5, was entitled a ‘ Ne- 
therland Study of the Question of Repeating Arins.”» 
A fourth, which appeared February 16, 1887, was 
‘* A Frenchman’s Opinion upon the Repeating Gun 
Question in France.” 

In the Wochenblatt of March 22, these articles 
are summed up by a fifth writer who does not fully 
agree with any of them, and presents his own con- 
clusions. In the first place he thinks it necessary to 
correct the impression that the Germans have 
adopted a new gun; they have simply accepted a 
modification of the good old single loader, ‘* M. 71,” 
with which they have accomplished such important 
results, and which they had such good reason to 
trust. Again, he shows that the influence upon 
tactics of the change from the single loader to the 
repeater will not compare in importance with that 
which resulted from the adoption of the breech- 
loader, The repeating arm is not to be considered 
with reference to its influence upon tactics, but. 
solely with refererce to its effect upon the increased 
rapidity of fire. And, indeed, its importance gen- 
erally has been grossly exaggerated in the opinion of 
this writer. Quoting the remark that that army has. 
the greatest chance of victory which is five months. 
in advance of its enemy in the adoption of improved 
armament this writer says that accidents aside the 
victory will be with the army which, although it 
may be five months behind in the matter of arma- 
ment, has learned most in time of peace. Mistakes. 
are inevitable in war and victory goes with him 
who makes the fewest mistakes, who is most perfect 
in tactics and has the most thorough command of 
his weapons. Intelligent discipline and mastery of 
tactics have far more to do with success than per- 
fection in weapons. The magazine gun is a double- 
edged tool. An effective weapon in the hands of 
well trained and seasoned soldiers, it is a source of 
weakness to men whose fire cannot be kept well 
under control. It renders the proper handling of 
troops much more difficult, as the rapidity of fire is 
itself a source of demoralization to the individual 
soldier when not kept well in hand. The sole influ- 
ence, then, of the magazine gun upon tactics is to 
create a still greater demand for exact training of 
the individual soldier, and ability in the officers 
even down to those of the lowest grade. Let us, 
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ence in the ancient and well-tested Prussian prin” | 


ciples of warfare : the thorough preparation for war 
by the careful training of officers and men. The 
sentiment of duty, united to energy in action and 
zeal for perfection in ourselves and our troops, are 
the qualities which will ensure success when re- 
peaters meet repeaters upon the battlefield. 

This is a very sensible view of the question and if 
there is any army which has reason to accept it as 
conclusive itis the German Army. While the French 
were experimenting in secret with new weapons, and 
hugging to themselves the conceit that their im- 
proved Chassepot and their Miirailleuse were 
certain to give them superiority in battle, the plod- 
ding Germans were occupied in the thorough organ- 
ization and training of their troops in preparation 
for mobilization, and in the study of the frontier 
and the roads leading across it and into France. 
The lesson to be learned from this teaching is not that 
improvement in the weapons of war should be neg- 
lected, for, other things being equal, the best armed 
troops will have the decided advantage on the battle 
field—bnt that armies are likely to be called upon 
to try conclusions are so ¢areful to watch each other 
and quick to adopt any suggestions of change, that 
it is impracticable to secure any great advantage in 
this respect. This is assumed by the German 
writer from whom we quote, and his whole argu- 
ment goes to show that while the adoption of im- 
proved weapons should be encouraged, it should 
offer no excuse for neglect of individual training 
and study. Another thing his reasoning shows, 
and that is that those who argue against the adop- 
tion of the magazine gun on the ground that with 
it it will be impossible to properly control the fire of 
troops are simply reflecting upon their own ability as 
officers. Granting that the magazine gun will be an 
ineffective weapon in the hands of raw troops, will 
the ordinary breechloader be any more effective, and 
are they not destined to defeat in any case in the 
event of an encounter with well-trained troops arm- 
ed with an improved weapon? It is certain that 
the adoption of a magazine gun will be forced on us 
in the case of emergency. Is it not better to secure 
it while there is still opportunity to associate it 
with such training as our troops may be able to ac- 
quire for the emergency of battle, and not in that 
event add to their other embarrassments that of 
unfamiliarity with the gun they carry ? 








TWENTY-NINE of the 126 pages in ‘* Scribner’s 
Magazine ” for May are occupied with Commander 
CHapWICK’s valuable article on the ‘‘ Development 
of the Steamship.” In it we have illustrations of 
the ‘‘Great Western,” with a cross section; the 
‘‘Great Britain,” the ‘‘ City of Rome,” ‘‘ Persia,” 
‘‘ Britannic,” ‘‘ Impérieuse,” ‘‘ Esmeralda,” ‘* Etrus 
ria,” the belted cruiser ‘‘ Orlando” and the ‘‘ Gio- 
vyanni Bausan,” of the Italian Navy. Also, the 
engines of the original ‘‘ Comet,” built by HENry 
BELL at Glasgow in 1812; a plan of the ‘‘ Hibernia” 
and *‘Cambria,” cross sections of the ‘‘ Oregon” 
and ‘‘ Servia,” longitudinal sections of the ‘‘Gallia” 
and the ‘‘ Champagne,” and a drawing of the fine 
triple-expansion engines of the ‘‘ Aller,” ‘‘ Trave,” 
and ‘‘Saale,” of the North German Lloyd. The 
advance of steam navigation is strikingly shown 
by a comparison of this magnificent triumph of 
engineering skill with the little engines of the 
“Comet.” Diagrams are published showing a de 
crease in expenditure of coal per indicated horse 
power per hour, based on goed average practice, 
from 9 lbs. in 1830 to 14 lbs. in 1886. Another 
diagram shows an increase in steam pressures for 
the same period from 2-3 lbs. to 150-160 lbs. The 
following comparison between the first ship of the 
Cunard Line, the ‘‘ Britannia,” and one of their 
later ships, the ‘‘ Persia,” shows the advance made 
in nfteen years, from 1840 to 1855, in the econo

IrEms giving detailed accounts of the presenta- 
tion of certain gifts to military superiors by those 
of inferior rank—and sometimes under their imme- 
fiiate command in the Army—have recently found 
their way into the newspapers. In the description 
of one of these affairs the statement occurs that 
the donation ‘‘to a lieutenant” was made by a 
‘** sergeant’ (mentioning name, etc.), ‘‘on behalf of 
the members of” (specifying command) ‘‘ as a mark 
of respect and esteem, and in consideration of the 
kind treatment they” (the enlisted men) ‘* have re- 
ceived at his” (the heutenant’s) ‘‘ hands since he has 
commanded the organization mentioned.” This 
public mention suggests the inquiry whether Section 
1784, R. S., is not applicable to cases of the kind de- 
scribed in the military as well as the civil service ? 
However this may be, it is plain that donations to 
military superiors on the part of their inferiors, the 
result of contributions or collections, are in de- 
cidedly bad taste and wrong on general principles. 
We think it is plain, however, that the section of 
the Revised Statutes does apply, and clearly makcs 
such transactions violations of law, rendering all 
the parties, the giver as well as the receiver of the 
gift, amenable to the prescribed punishment. The 
section reads as follows: 

Sec. 1784. No officer, clark, or employee in the the U. 8. 


Government employ shall at any time solicit contributions 


from other officers, clerks, or employees jn the Government 


service for a gift or present to those in a superior official 
position ; nor shall any such offictals or clerical superiors re- 
ceive any gift or present off or presented to them asa 
contribution from persons in Government employ receivin 
a less salary than themselves; nor shall any officer or cler' 
make any donation as a gift or present to any official super- 
ior. Every person who violates this section shall be sum- 
marily discharged from the Government employ. 

Closely related to the provisions of the law quoted 
would seem to be the restrictions imposed by A. R. 
5; and it requires no strained construction to show 
that the donations in question are violations of that 
regulation. What else is meant? We call attention 
to this matter, for it seems to us that officers cannot 
be too particular to keep well within the law in such 
matters as this. The gift blindeth the eyes of the 
receiver, and it is because the principle of giving 
and receiving gifts between superiors and subordin 
ates is destructive of impartial discipline that it is 


so strictly and so justly prohibited. 








THE Board of Officers, Assistant Adjutant-General 
KELTON, President, recently appointed to prepare 
rules and regulations forthe government of the new 
Hospital Stewards Corps of the Army, convened at 
the War Department, in the office of General KEL- 
TON, April 28, and will continue to meet daily until 
all the papers which have been submitted in the 
form of suggestions have been carefully examined 
and a set of regulations decided upon. It is estim- 
ated that at least three weeks will be required to 
complete the work. Suggestions have been received 
from all the leading surgeons of the Army on the 
subject, and, as there is a wide diversity of 
opinion, it will require considerable thought and 
discussion before a conclusion can be reached. Some 
of the surgeons have recommended that the Hos- 
pital Stewards now in the Service be required to 
pass the proposed new examination and be given new 
appointments ; while others think they should be 
exempted from another examination and allowed to 
serve under their present appointments. There is 
also a wide difference of opinion in regard to the 
manner of appointment to the corps. Some advo- 
cate appointments direct from civil life; others 
favor two or three years’ service in the ranks be- 
fore appointment. The project of training cooks 
and nurses before regular assignment to the 
corps has many advocates, and the Board will there- 
fore probably devote some time to devising a system 
by which the object can be accomplished. It will 
also be necessary to formulate rules carefully de- 
fining the duties of the members of the corps, and 





in such a way as not to interfere with employees of 


the Quartermaster's Department who have charge 
of ambulances and other equipments that would 
seem to form part of a hospital corps.

THE list of captains of the line found incapacita- 
ted by Army retiring boards having nearly run out, 
the War Department has determined to order new 
boards for the examination of those captains who 
have been on sick leave for some time. Three cap- 
tains—Wm. B. Pease, 9th Inf.; T. J. Gregg, 2d 
Cay., and James Kennington, 14th Inf.—have 
lately been ordered for examination, the former two 
before a board at San Francisco, and the latter be- 
fore a board which convened in the office of Quar- 
termaster General Holabird this week. This board 
found Capt. Kennington, who has been an inmate 
for some time of the Government Insane Asylum, in- 
capacitated, and that his disability, which was 
brought about by a severe blow in the back of the 
head some years ago, was ‘‘incident to the Service.” 
Several other officers, now on prolonged sick leave, 
and whose condition is such as to warrant the be- 
lief that they will never be able to perform active 
duty again, will soon be given an opportunity to 
have the state of their health formally reported upon 
by boards. Their cases will be considered as their 
applications come in for an extension of sick leaves. 
There are two vacancies on the retired list at the 
present time. 





THERE has been quite a noticeable increase in the 
number of vacant second lieutenancies in the Army 
since our last statement. The list now numbers 45, 
as follows: Infantry 31, Cavalry 9, and Artillery 5. 
There are two vacancies in the disability retired 
list and several Court-martial cases pending which 
are liable to make vacancies, so that the outlook 
for the graduates is not so gloomy after all. ‘‘ Hope 
springs eternal iu the youthful breast.” 








COLONEL CHARLES W. Moutton,. of New York, a 
brother-in-law of General Sherman, was a quarter- 
masterin the Army in 1864, and, for rensons pere 
sonal to himeelf, resigned. His resignation was ac- 
cepted by Secretary Stanton and another man put 
in his place, who failed to give satisfaction. About 
four months afterward Mr. Stanton revoked the 
special order accepting Moulton’s resignation, and 
ordered the latter to resume his post. Colonel Moul- 
ton now claims that be was not legally out of the 
Army and is entitled to his salary for the interim. 
The principle to be settled by a hearing of the claim 
involves the authority of the Secretary of War to 
revoke his acceptance of Moulton’s resignation, and 
will incidentally bring up the whole question now 
in dispute, as to the relative powers of the Secretary 
of War and Commanding General of the Army. 





Tuer Paymaster-General says that: he has not 
sufficient force to order another officer to the Dept. 
of Dakota to succeed the late Major Blaine; the 
four Majors—Bates, Eckels, Roche, and Whipple— 
will therefore make all the payments to troops sta- 
tioned in that Department. Major Eckels has been 
ordered to make the April payments to the troops 
hitherto paid by Major Blaine. The death of Major 
Blaine does not create a vacancy in the Corps as tho 
list of paymasters is still eleven in excess of the limit 
authorized. 





LizuTeNnant W. T. CHAMBERS, U. S. N., sent us 
last week a letter which we received too late for 
publication, answering the insinuation which has 
appeared in some papers that he was to be unduly 
favored in the matter of adopting the designs for a 
new cruiser submitted by him. He repels this sug- 
gestion with just indignation. As to the further 
suggestion that his engine is a copy of No. 27, now 
building by the Cramps for the Baltimore, he says: 
“ During the preparation of these plans I negotiated 
with one of the best designers and builders of steam 
machinery of this progressive age, and the designs 
of engines and boilers which I procured from bim 
are specially adapted to this ship, and are not copied 
from those of the Baltimore, building by Cramp and 
Sons. This machinery is vastly superior to that of 
the Baltimore, although it weighs 10 tons less. It is 
of 10,800 I. H. P., and is specially designed for con- 
tinuous working at high «peeds, not simply to run 
the gauntlet of a measured mile trial, and then 
break down the first time it is used at full speed for 
any length of time at sea.” 








WE find that our judgment of **‘ Semmes’s Service 
Afloat in the Confederate Cruisers Sumter and Ala- 
bama,” produces upon a critic that cannot be ac- 
cused of prejudice the same impression that it did 
upon us. The Army and Navy Gazette, noticing the 





recent republication of the volume whioh originally 
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appeared in 1849, says of it: ‘Declining years and 
matured reflection seem in Semmes’s case only to 
have added bitterness to his temper, and to have 
lessened his conception of self-respect. Judged by 
these pages, he is written down a soured, garrulous 
boaster, and a spiteful, abusive critic. Undoubtedly 
he underwent at the hands of his enemies indignities 
and persecution which would go far to distort and 
discolor his view of accomplished facts; but nothing 
he suffered van excuse his open commendation of 
Mr. Lincoln’s murderer, and his misrepreseutation 
and abuse of those whom he characterizes. as 
‘ Northern savages.’ The unbiassed historian of the 
future, while giving the Confederate captain credit 
for the thorough manner in which he accomplished 
his wholesale destruction of the enemy’s private 
property, will hardly class him in the same category 
with those officers and men of both sides who on sea 
and land battled, often against overwhelming odds, 
in fair fight.” 








James H. Writson, formerly Lieut.-Colonel, 35th 
Infantry, and Brevet Major-General, in a notice of 
MecClellan’s biography which appears in the New 
York Sun says: ‘The phrases we have quoted 
were taken from the private letters as published, 
and these are evidently but extracts selected from 
the mass he had written. They constitute the most 
curious collection that was ever published for the 
support ofa soldier’s reputation. If they show any- 
thing, they show an overweening egotism and self 
esteem, and a blind persistent contempt for his law- 
ful superiors. When read in connection with the 
rest of his story they produce but one impression, 
and that is that the man who wrote them, from the 
time he arrived at Washington, labored under the 
delusion that he had a higher commission for the 
salvation of the country than any he held from 
those in authority over him: that he was wiser and 
better than they; that whoever differed in opinion 
from him should be held as his bitter and unscrupu- 
lous enemy; and finally that he had an imprescrip. 
tible title to the,Army of the Potomac, like that of 
Cresar to the Tenth Legion or of Napoleon to the 
Old Guard,” 


ASSISTANT ADJUTANT-GENERAL KELTON, while 
waiting for the Ordnance Department to test the 
improvement he has invented for the Springfield 
rifle, mention of which has previously been made in 
the JouRNAL, ia devoting bis spare moments to per- 
fecting an ingenious and inexpensive device for 
loading all the six barrels of an Army revolver at 
once. By this device six cartridges are held together 
by a band of brass or pauper with a grooved wooden 
centre piece, so carefully constructed as to enable 
each cartridge to slip into-its chamber. By a blow 
of the hand the band is broken, the cheap cen- 
tre piece falls to the ground and the cartridges are 
firmly inserted in their respective chambers, The 
cartridge shells are thrown from the chambers by 
the movement, which throws up the barrel, so that by 
the movement required to insert a single cartridge 
six chamers can be loaded. The invention, which 
promises to be of value to the military service, will 
be submitted to the Ordnance Department for trial. 











Near Harper's Ferry isa hill known as “ Bolivar 
Heights,’’ famous during the war as one of the three 
heights—Loudon, Bolivar, and Maryland—which 
control the valley in which Harper's Ferry is sit- 
uated. Bolivar Heights is now a favorite resort of 
the residents of the neighborhood. On Sundays 
especially many people congregate there, and one 
of the favorite amusements has been to hunt for 
war relics. On April 24 some men or boys investi- 
gated the contents of an old shell which has been 
imbedded ‘for twenty-three years in the hillside. 
With a Jong iron rod they opened the mouth of the 
shell and loosened the powder within. All went 
well until the friction of the rod set fire to the pow- 
der, when an explosion took place which was heard-| 
for miles away. Several dwellings near by were 
almost demolished, and six persons were severely 
injured. One poor girl of fourteen had her right 
leg blown off below the knee; she and a boy wbo 
was wounded are not expected to recover. 





SEVERAL casualties occurred during the Easter Vol- 
unteer manceuvresin Eogland. One man had hisear 
blown off, another had his face scorched by a com- 
rade’s rifle, and stilla third was brought to ground by 
a bayonet thrust, from which last it would appear 
that the bayonets which doubled up when they 
struck the breech-clouts of the Arabs at Abu-Klea 
are more effective against Englishmen. Even in the 
cae mentioned the victim was only brought to the 
ground and not spitted as be should have been un- 
der the circumstances. 





THERE seems to be danger that General Parke will 
not be appointed Superintendent of the Military 
Academy after all. Captain George A. Armes, re- 
tired, has made formal application to the Secretary 
of War for the position, and it is difficult to see how 
the Secretary can refuse to grant this modest appli- 


THE Omaha Herald putsin a good word for Major 
F. W. Benteen, 9th U.S. Cavalry, saying “ he served 
with the gallant 7th Cavalry in every Indian cam- 
paign which made Custer’s name great as an Indian 
fighter. The good judgment, hearty support and 
energy of Major Benteen contributed no little to 
the success Custer attained; aud it was due to his 
good judgment that the remnant of the 7th Cavalry 
was saved when Custer was massacred.””’ A Wash- 
ington special, commenting on the case, says: ‘ It 
was supposed that his long and faithful service, his 
exemplary hfe at the post and the reputation he 
had acquired as an officer and a gentleman would 
be taken into consideration as mitigating hiv offence, 
but the court imposed the severest penalty known— 
dismissal from the service. The same week a lieu- 
tenant was convicted of dragging one of his men 
across a parade ground tied to the heels of a ule. 
This officer was sentenced to suspension for one 
year. Benteen was sentenced to dismissal. Mili- 
tary courts, like civil courts, are eccentric. The 
youngster who had committed an act of barbarism 
on one of his men was the subject of mercy; the old 
officer, with twenty-six years of gallant scrvice, 
was not,”’ 








LIEUTENANT-COLONEL HENRY M. LAZELLE, 23d In- 
fantry, was last week tendered the detail as suc- 
cessor to Colonel Scott in charge of the war records, 
but he kas written declining it. Assistant Adjutant 
General Vincent is the next on the hst of officers 
that the Department considers qualified, but it is 
understood that he is also averse to taking the place. 
Among others that the Department now has in view 
for the place are Lieut.-Colonel Henry W. Closson, 
5th Art.; Major R. H. Hall, 22d Inf.; Major Geo. 
W. Baird, Pay Dept., and Captain George W. Davis. 
Each of them has been mentioned to the Secretary 
as possessing some particular qualification for the 
work. Major Baird has had some practical experi- 
ence with the work, having served some time with 
Colonel Scott upon it prior to his transfer from the 
line of the Army to the Pay Corps. Colonel Scott, 
it is said, remarked ouly a short while before his 
death, that he could give up the work and rest easy 
ifhe could be assured that Major Baird would suc. 
ceed him. ‘ 








From a report recently received at the Navy De- 
partment from the U. 8. 8. Alliance, it appears that 
the system of forced draft introduced into the 
boilers of that vessel is, in so far as a single experi- 
ment will justify generalization, a success and com- 
pares fayorably as regards economic results, with 
the best English practice. During a full power tnal 
lasting ten hours, the engines of the Alliance de- 
veloped an average of 668 horse-power, the maxi- 
mum reaching 774. During this trial but one-half of 
the boilers were in use, the combustion being urged 
by the introduction of a cold blast into the ash pits 
beneath the furnace grates. If further experiment 
shall demonstrate the value of the forced draft sys- 
tem asapplied to the Alliance, it is likely that one 
of the two vessels now reiitting at New York, the 
Enterprise and Nipsic, will be furnished with a 
similar addition to their efficiency. We give else- 
where a fuller statement of the results obtained 
with the Alliance. 

Some of the daily papers have, we observed, con- 
tained incorrect accouuts of the torpedo explosion 
at Annapolis, a correct account of which was given 
by our correspondent at that place. There was, as 
we are informed, no premature explosion. Every 
precaution was taken, spar fully rigged out and 
submerged, then connections were made, and the 
torpedo exploded at the intended moment. After 
submersion, the spar was broken, either by the re- 
sistance of the water or by striking some unknown 
obstruction, and, as it was 10 feet below the surface, 
of course, there were no means of knowing this 
fact. It did not touch bottom, as there was a depth 
of at least 14 or 15 feet of water. By this accident 
the torpedo came sufficiently close to spring a leak 
in the Hull’s bow by concussion. None of the crew 
were injured and no further damage done. The in- 
jury was so slight as not tointerfere with the daily 
routine of torpedo exercises. No blame whatever 
has been attached to the officers in charge. The 
accident is regarded as unavoidable. 











Tue British authorities are trying, with some suc- 
cess, the experiment of a volunteer cycle company. 
Tbis week at Aldershot is to be tested anew vehicle, 
shaped like a long racing boat, on which a dozen 
soldiers can sit in single file and propel it easily at 
the rate of 16 miles an hour, and can draw eight 
baggage wagons after them. This multicycle is 
steered easily by one man, is affected little by rough 
roads, and turns in less space than an ordinary 
hansom.

Tue Kansas City Times says: ‘“* The Chicago Tri- 
bune prints alist of staff officers who have served 
longer than four years at this station, and anxiously 
asks whether the Secretary will change them after 
July 1, when the new mileage funds will be avail- 
able and if he will not find them too solidly im- 
bedded to be removed. Thereis eutirely too much 
buncombe written in reference to the change in sta- 
tions, every four years among staff officers. The 
rule was made to apply more strictly to line officers, 
who in many cases have been away from their regi- 
ments for years, while some had never joined them. 
It makes but little difference how long a staff officer 
is stationed at any one place.”’ 








L’ Avenir Militaire thinks that as soon as the bul- 
plets begin to whistle the best shots will become no 
better than the bad ones firing atrandom. It goes 
on to say that, although in France and Germany the 
return to a belief in the bayonet and to close order 
which recalls the tactique linéaire of Frederick the 
Great indicates a ldss of faith in the omnipotence of 
musketry, nevertheless musketry instruction is held 
to be of the greatest importance. In this it contra- 
dicts itself and it offers no evidence of the alleged 
change of opinion in France and Germany. 








THE difference of the conditions surrounding the 
office of Assistant Surgeon of the Army and thar of 
the Navy is again forcibly illustrated through the 
appointment, on April 21, of Charles E. Woodruff 
to an assistant surgeonship in the Army, he having 
resigned from the Naval Medical Corps to accept 
the appointment. Mr. Woodruff was one of the 
brightest of the Jate additions to the Navy, and it 
was with much regret that the Secretary of the 
Navy accepted his resignation Mr. Woodruff is 
now in Washington, but will proceed in a few days 
to his new station at Fort Wayne, Mich. 








In the absence of mileage and transportation 
funds, it 1s hardly possible that any changes in De- 
partment commands will be ordered until after the 
Ist of July. General Terry will therefore probably 
remain in command of the Department of the Mis- 
souri until General Merritt has been relieved from 
the Military Academy.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


LIEUTENANT DANENHOWER. 


THE remains of the late Lieutenant J. W. Danen- 
hower, U.S. N., arrived at Oswego April 24, accom- 
panied by the father, mother, three brothers, and 
other gentlemen. The Hon. George B. Sloan, father- 
in-law of the deceased, and several prominent citi- 
zens, received the remains, which were escorted to 
the residence of Mr. Sloan by a detail of men from 
the 29th and 38th Separate Companies, N. G.S.N. Y. 
Six members of the lifesaving crew acted as bearers. 
Tne funeral was held in theafternoon. Theremains 
were escorted from the residence to Christ Church, 
and from the church through the streets of the city 
by two companies of militia, with appropriate mu 
sic. The honorary bearers were Lieut. Ayer, 12th 
U. S. Infantry; H. C. Tower, of Washington; F. E. 
Hamilton, E. B. Powell, J. F. Johnson, and J. B. 
Lathrop, of Oswego city. The Episcopal service 
was read atthe cburch by the Rev. W. L. Parker, 
rector, who officiated when Lieut. Danenhower was 
married to Miss Sloan three yearsago. Large crowds 
of people assembled on the streets as the procession 
passed. Tbe remains were interred at Riverside 
Cemetery. 

A correspondent of the Philadelphia Evening Star, 
“3. W.,” says of the deceased officer: 

“I knew Danenhower well. I was introduced to 
him in 1879 or 1880, if [ remember, by John Russell 
Young, who had a warm regard for Dauenhower, 
and through whose interest the young officer was 
selected to accompany the Jeannette expedition. 
He was rather tall, with a frank, ingenuous counte 
nance, of more than ordivary athletic acquiremenuts 
aud developwents; calm, serious, and as I have no- 
ted in men famous for their bravery, as modest as a 
girl. A fine blush would sweep over his face if any 
suggestions of a personal character were made con- 
cernivg himself. I judged him to be of deeply affec- 
tionate nature, sensitive, with a morbid sense of 
duty. There was an air of determination in his 
slow, mild, measured tones. A man of indomitable 
will, to whom danger would be a joy. He was ap- 
parently sad, shy, and seemed to labor under a men- 
tal stress, as though he was constantly absorbed. 
The story of his assignment to the Jeannette was 
told me at the time by Mr. Jobn Russell Yonug, and 
I noted it, as full of mterestin showing by what 
small incidents in human affairs events are control- 

ed. 
**T was walking with Gen. Grant,’ said Mr. Young, 
‘on the Plazzi di Spagni, in Rome, and we bad been 
looking up the place were Keats died. We had just 
returned from a visit to Asia Minor, on the Vanda 
lia, and were talking of the trip and of our pleas- 
ant experiences with the officers especially, who 
were au unusually clever and capable company of 
gentlemen. Grant, who was given to analyzing 
men’s characters, drawing them, as it were, 1n sil 
houettes or cameo sketches, was speaking of the 
officers, runuing down the list, saying what be would 
do with one or the other or what special fitness of 
capacity lay in this man or that, when he came to 
Daneuhower. He had not known Danenhower per- 
sonally, very well, as he was the youugest officer in 
the ward room, and being extremely modest, kept 
uway from the General, whose associates were nat- 
urally the commanding officers.’ 

“He dwelt on the impression Daunenhower had 
made upon bim in the Vandalia, by his quiet, steady, 
prompt performance of duty, always coming ou 
deck before the bells had ceased striking which 
summoned bim to his watch, and notably his fear- 
lessuess, coolness and modcsty. | left Grant and 
went to Paris, and afterwards to Gotha, to see Peter- 
man, the eminent German geographer, by order of 
Mr. Bennett, in reference to the route the Jeannette 
would take. 

“On returning to Paris I met Danenhower ona 
leave from the Vandalia, then in port, at Ville 
Franche. Danenhower was dinivg witb me, and re- 
inembering Grant's words regarding bim, [ sug- 
gested that he should apply for assignment to duty 
on the Jeannette. He said he had not thought of it; 
that he knew nothing of the Arctic service, had no 
fitness for it, but wished to end bis cruise, go home 
and be examined for promotion to a lieutenancy. I 
was anxious to have Danenhower on the Jeannette, 
and repeated as an encouragement Grant’s com- 
mnendatory words, again urging him to volunteer 
for the Service. He blushed like a girl, seemed very 
much embarrassed, said again he had no wish to go 
to the North Pole, but added witha fine burst of en- 
thusiasm, the tears oman into his eyes, ‘i would go 
to the North Pole, | would go anywhere, 1 wouid 
give my life to justify such an opinion from a man 
I revere as I do Gen. Grant.’ 

“I wrote Grant, then in Florence, recalling his 
words to me in Rome about Danenhower, and say 
ing thatif he were to write to Mr. Bennett, in the 
same vein, I would give the letter to him. Grant 
sent me the letter,a very earnest endorsement of 
Danenhower. The original I sent Danenhower, to 
Ville Franche, giving Mr. Bennett acopy. Mr. Ben- 
nett asked De Long what he thought of Danen- 
hower. De Long said be did not know bim, would 
like May, but the letter of Grant was all that he 
needed to assure him that Danenhower was the man 
he wanted. Mr. Bennett cabled to Washington and 
Dessumower was transferred to the Jeannette, then 
a avre.”’ 


SURGEON FREDERICK M. DEARBORNE, U. S. Navy, 
retired, died at his home, in Malden, Mass., April 
23, of pneumonia. He entered the Navy as Asst. 
Surgeon September, 1864, was promoted P. A. Surg. 
in 1867, Surgeor in 1875, and retired Dec. 10, 1883. 
During the period of his active career be rendered 
efficient service, and was highly esteemed as an offi- 
cerand a gentleman. The funeral took place on 
Tuesday. 

Forpyce L, Lariry, one of the most widely known 
citizens of Ulster County, New York, died at his 


home in Saugerties, April 27, after an illness of sev- 
eral weeks. Mr. Laflin was a native of Blandford, 
Hampden County, Massachusetts, where he was born 
in 1824. He removed with his father to Saugerties 
fifty years ago, which place has since been his home. 
For many years Mr. Laflin was engaged in the manu- 
facture of gunpowder. He was treasurer of the 
Latlin Powder Company, which had several mills in 
Ulster County, for a long time, and later on, when 
that company was consolidated with the Smith aud 
Rand Powder Company, under the name of the 
Laflin and Rand Powder Company, he was vice 
President of the new corporation. He was also for 
mavy years vice president of the Saugerties National 
Bank. Mr. Laflin was supervisor of the town of 
Saugerties in 1853, 1857, 1860, 1865 and 1866. and repre- 
sented Ulster in the Assembly of 1858. He was State 
Prison Inspector for three years. He was alsoa 
member of the New York Democratic State Com- 
mittee for a long time and was repeatedly chosen as 
a delegate to district. county. State and national 
conventions of his party, always taking a prominent 
part in the deliberations of such gatherings. Mr. 
Laflin was a man of the highest character, respected 
and trustworthy. He was faithful to every trust re- 
posed in him and a delightful companion socially. 
His reputation extended beyond the county and the 
State,and few men hada wider circle of political 
and social friends. 


A FEW weeks ago we announced the death at Chi- 
cago, March 13, of the mother of Colonel George F. 
Towle, U: S. A., on the staff of Major-Gen. Terry. 
That officer is now calied upov to mourn the death 
of his father, Captain George William Towle, of 
Portsmouth, N. H., which oceurred at Chicago, 
April 20. The deceased gentleman was born in 1810, 
and was the eldest son of Gen. Joseph Towle, a 
soldier of 1812. He served with distinction during 
the war in a New Hampshire regiment. The Ports- 
mouth Post in referring to his death, says: “Of 
late years Capt. Towle has resiced in New Castle, 
which he selected chiefly for the benefit of his wife’s 
health. Probably is death will be more deeply felt 
there than anywhere else. He had always borne a 
great partin public affairs and under his mauage- 
ment the financial affairs of the town, which had 
been in great confusion since the war, were put into 
orderly and intelligible shape. Besides this he in- 
terested himself in the public sebools, in the im- 
provement of public buildings, roads, ete. In short 
he was that best product of our free institutions, a 
qood citizen. In private relations he was friendly and 
iberal, encouraged younger men, acd generously 
ussisted those who needed help. He was a very 
agreeable companion, intelligent and quick to re- 
spond, and in the latter years of his life, when he had 
withdrawn from active business, a great reader of 
books and magazines.” 


ALBEat S. Nones, a gallant. officer during the late 
war, and a brother of Chief Engineer Henry B. 
Nones, U. S. Navy. died Ay ril 24at Wilmington, Del. 
He was the son of Capt. Henry B. Nones, U. 3. Rev- 
enue Marine, and was born at Eastport, Me., in 1840. 
During the war he served as an aide on the staff of 
Gen. Thomas A. Smyth, and at its close was ap 
pointed 2d Lieutenant, 8th U. S. Inf., but resigned 
after a few months’ service. Since then he has hold 
several public positions and was prominent in G. 
A. R. circles. It is but recently, April 15, that his 
mother died, so that Chief Engineer Nones is doubly 
afflicted in the loss of a mother and a brother. 


Mrs. Henry S. Huwpsrey, who died at Spring- 
fleld, Mass., April 22, was. when she married Mr. 
Humphrey in 1866, the widow of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Heury Bainbridge, Ist U. 8. Infantry, a Meaican 
veteran who was drowned May 31, 1857. Her oldest 
sister married Major General James Barnes, who 
served in the Army of the Potomac. The third child 
married Major John P. Clark. who lost his life in 
the Mexican war.

THE AMERICAN PLAN OF FORCED DRAFT. 


A TRIAL of the Alliance, which was recentiv 

fitted by the Bureau of Steam Engineering with 
forced draft on the svstem invented by Passed 
Asst. Engineer J. ©. Kafer, U. S. N., has conclu- 
sively demonstrated the superiority of the Ameri- 
ean plan of forced draft over the standard English 
system. 
“(On Feb. 22 the Alliance made a ten-hours run, 
using only two out of her four boilers. The maxi- 
mum horse power developed was 744, while the av- 
erage for the entire ten bours was 668. The best 
performance of this vessel with her original eight 
boilers was 774 borse power, which, it will be seen, is 
but little greater than her present performance with 
orly two boilers. and less than one-third of her 
former grate surface. The steum was kept at almost 
copstant pressure, aud it was as great at the end as 
at the beginning. The maximum horse power per 
squane foot of grate surface was 12.4, while for the 
whole run the average was over ll. This is a most 
excellent result, as the boilers were origivally in- 
tevded for natural draft only, and the forced draft 
was introduced for purelv experimental purposes, 
The vessel carries 45 tons less boiler and 27 tons more 
coal than formerly, while she has greater power. 
The coal used was that ordinarily used for cruising, 
and was used as it came out of the bunkers, with- 
out selection. The Alliance's engines are over ten 
years old, and so, of course, do not make the per- 
formance show as high as vould be made with new 
engines of latest type. 

It is to be regretted that no full-power trial of the 
Alliance has been made since the firemen have 
becomeaccustomed to working the fires under forced 
draft, but the performance under half boiler power 
indicates a probability of very good power and 
speed. The endurance of the men and machinery 
could not be determined, as the trial was unfor- 
tunately cut short bv the arrival of the Alliance at 
ber destination, Zanzibar, but the trial proved that 
the new system of forced draft could be worked 
more than twice as long as any foreign man-of-war 
has yet succeeded in runniog with air-tight fire 
rooms. Comparing the Alliance with the New York 
City, which is fitted with Howden’s (English) system 
of forced draft on similar boilers it is found that 
the Alliance makes 0.46 horse power per square fa t 
of heating surface and 0.69 horse power per cubic 
foot of boiler, while the New York City only made 
0.25 horse power per equare foot of beating surface 
and onlv 0.37 horse power per cubic foot of boilers 
Comparing the Alliance with the best performance 
of the Euglish cruiser Mersey, the borse power de- 
veloped per square foot of grate was almost identi« 
cal in both cases, being slightly in favor of the All.« 
ance, while the Mersey’s tiinl was for only three 
hours. As to economy, the Alliance made her horse 
power at the rate of 2.68 Ibs. of coal per horse power 
per hour with ber old engines and with ordinary 
coal, while the Scout, with the latest improvements 
in engines and boilers, used 2.6 Ibs. of picked Nixon 
Navigation coal, and the Mersey used 2.48 lbs. 

The principal advantage of the system of forced 
draft, as applied by the Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing over the air-tight fire room system, is in the abi'« 
ity to clean any fire without interfering with tbe 
draft of the other fires. With air-ticht fire rooms, 
whenever aturnace door is opened there isa rush 
of cold air through the furnace. which decreases the 
draft of the other furnaces and is injurious to the 
boilers. This is obviated inthe Alliance by ver 
simple means, while the fire room is made muc 
cooler than under natural draft, and the cumber- 
some air locks made necessary by air-tight fire 
rooms are dispensed with. 

Now that the advantage of the system has been 
practically demonstrated, the bureau has jecided to 
add the improvement to the plens for the Newark 
and the 6,000-ton armored ship. The contractors for 
the No. 1 gunboat are also considering the advise- 
bility of asking for a modification of their contract, 
= us to allow the adoption of the forced draft sys- 

em. 

lu connection with the Alliance's trial it may be 
remembered that when she was fitted out last year 
au experimental screw of a type, which had not 
previously been used inthe Navy, was applied to 
her, in order to determine some doubtful points 
aboutit. [t was not quite as successful as should 
have been expected from the reports of trials of 
similar screws elsewhere: and there was so much 
ad verse criticism about the Alliance in certain quare 
ters, that, in order to show that her defect of speed 
was not due to the forced draft system, the screw 
was removed and her former screw repiaced, and 
the desired experimental data was ina great meas 
sure lost. To show how difficult itis forthe very 
beat designers to always get the best screw for a ves! 
sel at the first trial, the case may be mentioned of 
the Destructor, the torpedo cruiserrecently built for 
the Spanish Government by J. and G. Thompson, 
the eminent shipbuilders of Clydebank. 

The screw as designed and made was7 ft. 6 in, 
diameter, 8 ft. 6 in. fo with an area of 14 sq. ft., 
and with it aspeed of 21 knots was obtained. A series 
of progressive trials showed that the screw should 
have more pitch and less area; consequently another 
screw was made and tried. This was followed by a 
third and fourth; and finally the “seventh screw,” 
7 ft. 3in. diameter, 9 ft. 2 in. pitch, with 11LX sq. ft. 
of area, giving a speed of 22.68 knots, was accepted 
as pee oe by the builders, and the official trials 
were made with it. What would be said if the Navy 
Department spent as much money on screws fora 
single ship as a private firm did on the screws of the 
Destructor ?

THE 12rn N. Y. AND THE TRANSFER OF ARMORITES. 


THE 12th N. Y. is certainly entitled to much credit 
for the manner in which they executed their man- 
ceuvres on the drill floor on the evening of the inau- 
—— of the armory, reported in JouRNAL of 

pril 23. The introduction of the three battalion or- 
ganization was a fortunate idea, not only because it 
was adeparture from the well-worn routine in which 
affairs of this kind are usually conducted, but par- 
ticularly because it gave to many a practical illus- 
tration of a formation seldom witnessed, and yet 
forming one of the most important topics of mili- 
tary discussion at the present time. On the other 
haod, the management of the crowd outside was 
most incompetent. The indiscrimimate issue of 
tickets in every direction followed by the wholesale 
refusal of admittance to those who held them (of all 
grades and all classes) was an awk ward blunder and 
the regiment will require long time before it regains 
its former popularity. If the 12th gets excited in 
managing acrowd of invited guests, what will they 
do when a mob of nmoters makes a move on the 
armory? Think about this, gentlemen. 

Another almost incredible blunder is that while 
all this moving from one armory to the other and 
all this feasting was going on, the brigade comman- 
der had never been officially informed of the fact 
thatany movement of the kiud was intended or tak- 
ing place. The keys of the er had not been 
turned over. and it is asserted that it was left ina 
condition unfit for occupation. Of the latter fact, 
however, we have not been able to satisfy ourselves 
by ocular demonstration. It is, however, only a 
natural consequence that the brigade commander 
issued orders directing the regiment to march back 
on Friday, April 29, to formally turn over the build- 
ing to the 7ist, who succeed. the 12th, and his firm 
ness in refusing to allow the colonel of the 12th to 
turn the mae over iudividually, was as commend- 
able as the indignation of certaiu officers of that re- 
giment when ordered to do what was right on gen- 
eral as well as on military principles was improper 
and out of place. 

The situation is briefly this: The armory has even 
now not yet been finally accepted by the Armory 
Board, as will appear from the resolutions adopted 
by that body at their session on Friday, April 12, (a 
day after the celebration of the 12th,) to the effect 
that assignments of armories and instructions relat- 
ing thereto, shall be made through the commanding 
officer of the National Guard in New York City, 
“and that he be notified that the armory at 62d 
street and 9th avenue be accepted by the regiment 
assigned to it, provided that the occupancy shail not 
be considered as the final acceptance of said armory 
from the contractors.” 

Upon this notification Brig.-Gen. Louis Fitzgerald, 
commanding the brigade, issued orders, April 23, at 
about 3p... directing transfers of regiments to 
take place at 8.30P.M., April 29. to the following 
effect: The 8th Regiment to assemble at its armory 
and vroceed to the corner of 35th street and Broad- 
way and take ion of the armory now occupied 
by the 7st, the latter to assemble at that armory 
and after turning over the same to the 8th, to pro- 
ceed to the corver of 45th street and Broad way and 
take possession of the armory now occupied by the 
12Zth, and the commander of the 12th to assemble his 
command at the last mentioned armory to turn it 
over to the 71st, upon which the 12th was to proceed 
fo the new armory at 62d street and 9th avenue. 

ach commander before turning over his quarters 
to his successor was to see that they were thoroughly 
policed and in proper condition, was charged with 
the necessary details as to transportation of public 
property, and directed upon taking possession of 
the new quarters to establish, by regimental orders, 
his headquarters at their new armories. 

We learn that the commander of the 12th sent a 
telegram direct to the Albany authorities asking to 
be-relieved from the operation of the orders direct- 
ing his regiment to parade again, but the whole 
matter was from Albany referred to Brigade Head- 
quarters. and when we go to press the parade will 

oubtless have taken place. The action taken at 
Brigade Headquarters seems to us to be dignified 
and the only correct one under the circumstances.

Foremost in every fight. it was the dead of the 69th who fay 
nearest to the stone wall which marked the furthest advance 
in Humphrey's desperate charge at Fredericksburg that 
virtually closed the record of that bloody day. It was their

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 


AFTER considerable correspondence and several can- 
ferences between the President, Lieut. General, Adjutant 
General, and Chief of Ordnance, with regard to the organi- 
zation of the Militia forces of the District ef Columbia, the 
President determined to appoint General Albert Ordway to 
be a Brigadier General of Militia in command of all the 
militia organizations of the District. This action was taken 
under the law of 1803, which authorizes the President to ap- 
point and commission militia officers of the District as Gov- 
ernors do in the various States. Under the same law which 
it is proposed to appoint General Ordway, Mr. Peter Bacon, 
now an old citizen of Washington, was appointed a Major 
General to command the District militia, i. Webster was 
appointed Adjutant General. and other citizens were com- 
missioned to high positions under the same law. None of 
these commissions have been revoked, and although the 
orgenization of the District forces has been broken and the 
old laws considered obsolete, these persons are. strictly 
speaking, still officers. Of course none of these officers ex- 
pect or care to serve, but in order to comply with the letter 
of the law, it will probably be necessary to revoke these ap- 
pointments before the proposed organization can go into 
effect. This the President will probably accomplish by a 
general order revoking all commissions of officers of the Dis- 
trict militia. The way will then beclear to the appomtment 
of General Ordway and such other officers as may be con- 
sidered necessary for the proper organization of the forces. 
All the commissions will be signed by the President, and a 
record of them kept at the Adjutant General's Office. Blank 
forms on parchment paper are now being printed. 





MASSACHUSETTS MILITIA. 


THERE is diss satisfaction in the Massachusetts militia in re- 
rd to the raising of the rank of brigade Inspectors of Rifle 
ractice from captain to major, as contemplated by the new 
militia bill. The objection seems reasonable, There is too 
much staff rank all through the State troops. 
The 100th anniversary of the Boston Fusileers will take 
place on May 11 next. 





OHIO NATIONAL GUARD, 


THE farmers in the vicinity of Defiance, O., are up in arms 
inst an obnoxious reservoir which they have endeavored 
to destroy with dynamite. Gov. Foraker at once telegraphed 
Adjt.-Gen. Axline to report for duty with a company of 
militia from Henry county. They were ordered by tele- 
graph to proceed at once to the seat of trouble. Telegrams 
were also sent to all northwestern Ohio troops, ordering 
them to be in readiness. This action was accompanied by a 
proclamation warning the rioters of the consequences of 
their action and an order to begin repairs on the reservoir at 
once, military protection being promised if needed. One of 
the militiamen killed himself by the accidental discharge of 
his rifle and three others were disabled by a midnight march 
through a desolate country over a road almost knee deep in 
mud, and harassed all the way by shots in the rear from 
rioters lying in ambush. This march was one that never will 
be forgotten by the citizen soldiers of Ohio, Some ot the 
leading citizens are involved in this mischief, and it is told, 
with some surprise, in Defiance, that Gordon, an ex-member 
of the lature, was at the reservoir on Monday night, 
holding a lantern to aasist the work.

THE CANNES INCIDENT. 


Tue failure of the Duke of Edinburgh to return a 
salute tendered him when he entered the herbor af 
Cannes continues to be the subject of irritating dis- 
cussion between the French and English papers. 
The Army and ag Gazette is especially disturbed 
by an explauatiou of the incident which appears in 
a letter from Cannes addressed to France Mili- 
taire. Of it the Gazette says: 

The explanation given by this gentlemanly and chivalrous 

urnal of the incident connected with the entry of the 

ritish fleet intu the roadstead is that “ the Duke of Edin- 
burgh wasasleep. Thatis certain. But that which was not 
explained was the cause of hissleep. It was—it is whispered 
about here—that the Prince Admiral was in the same condi- 
tion ss Noah was when Cham showed himself wanting in 
respect.” Then, assuming that slander to be an absolute 
fact, the France Militaire goes on to show ite iznorance is 

ual to its malice and coarseness: “This is aot the first 
time that ‘the Prince Alfred, Duke of Béinburgh, youngest 
son of Queen Victoria and English Vice-Admiral,’ forgot, 
dans le do' x sommeil de Uwrease, the duties of mu ne 
courtesy and of international politeness.” After such an 
exhibition of these qualities on the part of our contempo- 
rary, france Militaire, as an illustration of what oc- 
curred in forgetfulness of devours, etc.. owing to the sweet 
sleep of tvresse, proceeds: “ The affair of the little cannon, 
now historical, has recalied the story of a shot from a revol- 
ver fired at the Prince in Australia at the end of a ball, 
where he evinced an exuberant gallantry to a young lady 
attersupper.” This must refer to the attempt to a 
the Duke made by a Fenian in broad daylight, but the inac- 
curacy of French journalists is sv gr 93 and incorrigible 
that it is almost wonderful there was even that thin sub- 
stratum excited for the gross tigment of La France Mili- 
taire. However, the climax of the grossness and bad taste, 
as well as of the silly mendacity of the paper, is reached in 
the statement that, asa result of that and of other acci- 
dents, d’ordre plus intime, there was a prolouged sojourn of 
the Duchess at the Court of her father, Alexander IT., at 
St. Petersburg. 

We know nothing as to the facts and therefore 
have no ee to express, except that a dignified 
denial of the statement would have been quite as 
effective as abuse which lacks the essential element 
of contradiction. The incident was one which 
would seem to have reasonably called for an authori- 
tative explanation, and none has been given, 80 
far as we have seen. 








A NEW FORM OF ARMOR. 


A success has been scored at Portsmouth, in favor 
of the defence against the gun. The English Service 
has uniform! y coufessed a preference for compound 
or steel-faced, armor as compared with solid steel 

lates, for while steel armor possesses great rigidity, 

t stars under the attack of guns of light natures, 
and cracks through beneath heavier impacts, being 
only held in place by the bolts. Compound armor, 
on the other band, though it seldom cracks under 
the service test beyond the weld, and pulverizes the 
shot as ay as solid steel armor, is not quite 
so rgid. it bends slightly under repeated impacts, 
or, as it is technically termed, * dishes.”” In order to 
surmount this defect various expedients have been 
tried. Mild steel has been used as a backing, while 
in another instance two steel plates have been sand- 
wiched by a strake of iron. But in these ex - 
ments. while bulging has been reduced, the liability 
to cracking has been perilously increased, and ap to 
the present time nothing has been found to give 
such satisfactory results as ordinary iron backing. 
The plate which has lately been tested was made 
specially, not only for the purpose of securing rigid- 
ity under attack and resisting penetration under the 
ordinary attack of chilled projectiles, but of resist- 
ing steel shot. This was the first experiment of the 
kind delivered against compound armor, apd great 
interest was manifested iv the result. The plate was 
constructed in accordance with a new patent which 
has been taken out by Mr. Alexander Wilson, of 
Cammell’s firm. It measured 8 ft. by 6 ft..and was 
of the total diameter of 10 in.—a thickness which 
has bitherto been able to resist the heaviest gun in 
the Nettle with ordinary charges. The face was ape- 
cially hardened to withstand penspeatien. and in ad- 
dition to the customary iron backing it was further 
strengthened by athird strake of mgotiron. The 
late was also subjected to peculiar treatment 
nown only to the manufacturers. The target was 
first attacked with three rounds from the 10 in. 18- 
ton gun at a range of 30 ft., the charge being 70 Ib., 
and the —— a chilled shot, weiching 400 Ib. 
This, which is the usual Admuralty test for armor- 
plates of the same thickgess, represents a muzzle 
velocity of 1,364 ft. per nd, a muzzle py f of 
5,288 foot-tons, and a penetration of irou of 12.7 in. 
at 500 yards. The three impacts, which were disposed 
triangularly, produced no penetration, the pro 
tiles being broken up into small fragments; and no 
damage wae inflicted beyond some lamination of 
the steel face. The ordinary test having thus re- 
sulted in favor of the defence, the plate was next 
attacked near the edges by a steel-forged shell, a 
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steel-cast shell, and a cast-iron shell, all of foreign 
manufacture. But, though the armor was taken at 
a manifest disadvantage, vone of the projectiles 
managed to pevetrate, the steel shells being com- 
pletely broken up, while the cast-iron projectile was 
almost reduced to powder.—Admiralty Gazette.

THE ITALIAN MANC@CUVRES.

FRENCH PREPARATION FOR WAR. 


In a letter to the New York Times, dated Paris, 
March 22, that soldier of fortune, Carroll Tevis, after 
describing the increase of the German Army says: 

“What corresponding preparations have been 
made here I say frankly that I do not know, and if 
ldid Ishould keep my iuvforimation to myself, hav- 
ing bad the bouor to wear a French uniform, and 
expecting to bave the same honor should there be 
war any time within che next five years. But this 
much I may say: The situation is infinitely more 
favorable now than on February 1; not a moment 
has been lost. [ may mention that the public of 
France is vastly exercised over the question of re- 

eating rifles, and asks bow it happens that while 
F000 erman reservists are being drilled in their 
use, not even the French infantry of the first lhne 
have been armed with this weapon and a portion 
koow nothing aboutits use. Lt is a serious and in- 
structive circumstance that any big scare about war 
has happened of late years, just when the French 
war material was undergoing transformation. In 
1875, to go no further back, the Reffys artillery sys- 
tem, which had so fascinated M. Thiers in 1872, in 
the experiments then made at Trionville, and found 
inadequate to the defensive necessities of the first 
Ime, was being substituted for the system of Col. 
Bangs, and this was not ready; the tive and seven 
millimetre guus had gone out of date, aod the new 
guns were still at the foundries. Precisely at this 
moment came German threats of invasion, and only 
the intervention of the Czar to whom the French 
Ambussador appealed for help spzyred France its 
horrors—according to the memoirs of Duke Decagio, 
Gen. FIO, a remarkable grata persona at St. Peters- 
burg, forced bis way into the imperial bedchamber 
and obtained from the generous sovereign that pro- 
mise to intercede personally at Berlin, which was 
fulfilled thesame day by his departure for Berlin, 
where he arrived in time to prevent the declaration 
of war which had been voted by the Military Coun- 
cil, but bad not yet been signed by the German Bm- 
peror. Since that memorable occasion the French 
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artillery has not been modified, and is now admitted 
to be superior to that of any other continental 
army. It having been proved by experiments made 
at Chavignon agaist the Malmaison fort that no 
defensive works vow existing could resist a week’s 
bombardment with gunsof the new modelan’‘ shells 
loaded with mwéliuite if the batteries can be estab- 
lished within effective range. Notso, however, is it 
for small arms. Now the French Army is undoubt 

edly in a position of moral inferiority to that of Ger- 
many, and I say moral because experiment has de- 
monstrated that the arm now used by the French 1n- 
fantry—the Gras-Lebel rifle model of 1874—is very 

little inferior in practical results to the German re- 
peatiug Mauser rifie. But the morale of troops 
would surely beaffected if brought face to tace with 
an enemy which they had been led to believe could 
fire with greater rapidity, and it is against this fear, 
all unfounded though it be, that the French military 
authorities are now endeavoring to react. 








THE FASTEST TORPEDO BOAT YET. 


WE have already given an account of the trial 
on Tuesday, March 22d, of one of two _ twin- 
sctrew torpedo boats bmlt by Messrs. Yarrow 
and Co. for the Italian Government, when a 
speed of 24.96 knots was obtained, this speed 
being the best result hitherto obtained by any 
vessel afloat. The boat in question has the follow- 
ing dimensions: Length on water line, 140 ft; beam, 
extreme, 14 ft; draft, 5 ft. 4 in.; displacement, 100 
tons. Steam is supplied by two locomotive boilers, 
one forward and one abaft the engine room. Either 
boiler can supply vitber engine or both. The screws 
are drivep by two pairs of compound engines, indi- 
cating over 1.400-horse power combined. Condens- 
ing water is supphed by centrifugal pumping en- 
gines, arranged to pump out of any compartment 
in case of leakage, while ejectors and band pumps 
are fitted to each of the main compartments. This 
boat is fitted with no less than ten water-tight bulk- 
heads, and Yarrow’'s patent water-tight ashpan ar- 
rangement to both boilers, by which the fire is pre- 
vented being put »ut in case of water entering the 
stokeholes, and the boat can run 50 or 60 knote after 
the stokehole is flooded. an advantage the impor- 
tance of which cannot be over-estimated, Donbie 
steering gear is titted to work either rudder quite 
indepeudent of the other. The armament consists 
of two bow tubes and two at a very smallangle with 
each other‘onu a turntable aft for side discharge sim- 
ultaneously, to insure at least one torpedo hitting. 
She also carries two quick-firing Nordepfeldt 
guns. Cabinsare fitted for the crew forwara, petty 
officers right aft, and a saloon, lavatories, etc., are 
provided for officers further amidships. A dynamo 
electrical machine, driven by a Brotherhood engine, 
is fitted in the galley compartment for producing 
the electric light, and also the air compressing ma- 
chinery for charging and expelling the whitehead 
torpedves. 


FRENCH TORPEDO BOATS. 


M. Jutes Rocue, in La Republique Francaise, 
attacks the torpedo programme of the french Min- 
ister of Marine, Admiral Aube. He considers that 
owing to the increase in the length of the automatic 
torpedo boat to 40 metres it becomes a leviathan 
rather than a microbe, and its invisibility disap- 
pears. Of the dangers and fatigue attending the

voyage of these boats from the French northern 
ports to Toulon he says: * One torpedo boat was 
neirly swamped by water coming down the chim- 
ney; another, whose machine got out of order, was 
saved from perdition with the greatest difficulty by 
using an awning fora sail.” That No. 67 was lost in 
consequence of a mistake with regard to lights M. 
Jules che denies—theie was a collision. Instead 























of large sums of money bemg squandered in grand 
manceuvres, M. Jules Roche would like to witness 
some torpedo practice at night against a ship under 
steam by torpedo boats having been for several 
iays at sea. This, he thinks, would bea practical 
test. He concludes his remarks by quoting authori- 
ties in favor of torpedo-boat operations being con- 
fined to defensive purposes, and to short and sud- 
den raids on the enemy. 








FOREIGN ITEMS. 


THE King of Portugal has sent as a birthday pres- 
eut to the Emperor of Germany a sword of honor, 
with a blade specially made at the Lisbon arsenal, 
and exquisitely chiselled. The hilt is of solid gold 
incrasted in every part with diamonds, supphires, 
rubies and emeralds. 

THE new Austrian ironclad Stephanie was 
launched at Trieste on Thursday. It is a steel ar- 
mor-plated turret-ship, with a central citadel. The 
maximum thickness of the plating is 9 in., the dis- 
placement is of 5,100 tons, and the engines are of 
8,000 indicated borse-power. 

Tue Australian Times and Anglo-New Zealander 
says that Mr. F. Y. Wolseley is making as much stir 
among the flock-masters of Australia as did his 
brother at Tel-el-Kebir. He has patented an invev- 
tion by which he can shear asheep clean in three 
minutes and forty-five seconds. 


GENERAL BOULANGER had a newly invented tele- 
phone apparatus arranged in his cabinet this week 
at the Ministry of War, by whicn he can give his 
verbal orders to twelve different persons at twelve 
different points of Paris at the same moment. ‘he 
General bas ordered its immediate adoption through- 
out the, French Army.

AN English paper gives the following as the fig- 
ures furnished to the German War Office as to the 
regulation pace in European Armies. The length of 
the Russian pace is 71 centimetres; of the German, 
30; French, Austrian, Italian, Belgian, Swedish, and 
Swiss, 75 centimetres. An [talian soldier takes 120 
steps in a minute; the French from ‘112 to 116; the 
German, 115; the Austrian, 118; apd the Belgian, 
110 steps. An Italian regiment marches at the rate 
of 90 metres in the minute, a Gernian regiment at 89, 
an English at 88, and a French regiment at 86. The 
Italians march 98 yards per minute; the Germans, 
96; the English, 95: the French, 93. By the music 
in each arimiy we nay judge generally of the march- 
jug pace as an average. The Ruszian troops march 
to the sound of tbeir national songs.
